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Reahard, Snow contend for District 18 seat 


Indiana House 
seat up for grabs

After 32 years, District 18 
will have a new leader in the 
Indiana House of Represen- 
tatives following this year’s 
election. 

Russell Reahard and Craig 
Snow are battling for the Re- 
publican Party nomination 
in the June 2 primary to re- 
place Rep. Dave Wolkins’ 
(R-Winona Lake) vacancy 
due to his retirement after 
serving 16 terms. The win- 


ner of the primary will face 
Chad Harris, who is running 
unopposed in the primary 
for the Democratic Party. 

This is Snow’s first time 
running for state office. 
Reahard ran for the seat last 
year, receiving just more 
than 38 percent of the vote 
in the primary. 

Snow, 51, was born in Iowa 
before he moved to Indiana 
in eighth grade so his father 
could attend Grace Semi- 
nary in Warsaw, where he 
currently lives to this day. 
He graduated from Warsaw 
Community High School 
before getting a Bachelor’s 
degree in business adminis- 
tration from Grace College, 
where he met his wife of 31 


years, Sherri. He has three 
children and attends Grace 
Brethren Church, where he 
chairs the board. 

Reahard was born at the 
old Wabash Hospital and 
grew up partly in Indiana, 
spending time living in Iowa, 
North Dakota, New Mexico 
and Arizona. He returned 
to Wabash County to attend 
Manchester College, where 
he earned a Bachelor’s de- 
gree in economics with a mi- 
nor in psychology. He com- 
pleted graduate seminary 
studies at the University of 
Indianapolis and currently 
resides in North Manchester. 

Snow spent 20 years in 
the orthopedic industry be- 
fore becoming CEO of Ce-

Wabass Institute began as 
a dream of Artistic Direc- 
tor Ranaan Meyer, Harold 
Robinson and Eric Larson, 
according to Morgan Ellis, 
public relations and mar- 
keting director for the Hon- 
eywell Foundation. They 
developed the concept of a 
full scholarship double bass 
program. 

“Ranaan shared this dream 
with his friends Richard 
Ford and Harry Halloran. 
Ford lived in Wabash and 
had beautiful homes and 
property there which could 
easily accommodate nine 
bassists, three faculty, a pia- 


nist and guest lecturers. The 
properties provided a quiet 
respite for the musicians 
and truly almost a ‘camp- 
like’ experience. Residents 
in the small town were 
thrilled to have the musi- 
cians there, but they, too, 
were a little spoiled. That is, 
although Wabash is small, 
it has had the privilege of 
hosting many outstanding 
artists over the years due to 
The Honeywell Foundation 
which was founded there. 
When Richard Ford passed 
away in 2014, he provid- 
ed funds to help sustain 
the Wabass Institute and 
entrusted the Honeywell 
Foundation to continue the 
impactful program,” stated 
Ellis 

Ellis stated that year upon 
year, the Wabass Institute 
provided an “amazing op- 
portunity” for masters of 
the double bass to come 
together and share knowl- 
edge. 


Lawson urges voters to 
return absentee ballots 


Early voting is open 
until Monday, June 
1 in all counties

With the Tuesday, June 
2 Primary Election only a 
few days away, Secretary 
of State Connie Lawson is 
reminding voters to return 
their absentee ballots — and 
they have multiple options, 
according to Ian Hauer, 
Secretary of State deputy 
communications director. 

Hoosiers with an absentee 
ballot may return their bal- 
lot by mail. If a voter has 


already sent in their ballot, 
they can check the status 
of their ballot on www.In- 
dianaVoters.com, or call 
their county clerk’s office. 
Ballots must be received 
no later than noon Election 
Day. Because of the high 
number of absentee ballots 
in this year’s primary, the 
U.S. Postal Service is un- 
der a high level of strain, 
and voters may wish to 
consider alternate methods 
for returning their ballot. 

Voters may deliver their 
ballot to the county clerk’s 
office by hand before Elec- 
tion Day.

ISDH adds 
another 
local positive 
COVID-19 
case; total 
now 74 


State still reports 
two Wabash County 
deaths, and now 
reports 917 tests

On Thursday, the Indi- 
ana State Department of 
Health (ISDH) reported 
an additional positive case 
of COVID-19 in Wabash 
County, bringing the local 
total to 74. 

The state still reports two 
Wabash County deaths, 
and now reports 917 tests. 

Statewide, the ISDH an- 
nounced that 646 addi- 
tional Hoosiers have been 
diagnosed with COVID-19 
through testing at ISDH, 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and private lab- 
oratories. That brings to 
33,068 the total number of 
Indiana residents known to 
have the novel coronavirus 
following corrections to 
the previous day’s total. 

The intensive care unit 
and ventilator capacity re- 
main steady. As of Thurs- 
day, more than 39 percent 
of ICU beds and more than 
82 percent of ventilators 
are available. 

A total of 1,907 Hoo- 
siers are confirmed to have 
died from COVID-19, an 
increase of 37 over the 
previous day following a 
correction to the previous 
day’s total. Another 161 
probable deaths have been 
reported based on clinical

Passing gas is a fact of life 


DEAR DOCTOR: I’m 102 
years old and a World War 
II veteran. My problem is 
that I pass 
a lot of gas. —————— 
Several days Elizabeth Ko 
ago, [had an & Eve Glazier 
apple and a Ask the 
small piece Doctors 
of sweet po- 
tato, and I 
stunk up the 
whole house. 
I had to open 
all of the 
windows and 
doors. Do 
you have any suggestions? 

DEAR READER: We do 
have some thoughts on 
your issue, but first we 
want to congratulate you 
on a long life. Our readers 
often include their age in 
their letters, and you have 
surpassed them all by sev- 
eral years. 

Internal gas is a fact of 
life. Whether it’s emitted 
through the mouth as a 
burp or through the anus 
as flatulence, it’s actually 
a sign the body is func- 
tioning properly. Gas can 
accumulate as a result of 
air ingested while eat- 
ing, drinking, speaking 
or swallowing. It’s also 
a byproduct of digestion, 
during which gut bacte- 
ria help break down food 
and emit a range of gas- 
es as they work. Most 
flatulence is made up of 
carbon dioxide, meth- 
ane and hydrogen, which 
are essentially odorless. 
A small percentage of 
passed gas includes hy- 
drogen sulfide, which has 
a powerful odor. Believe 
it or not, we humans pass 
gas from one dozen to two 
dozen times per day. 

When excessive gas is 
accompanied by addition- 
al symptoms such as bloat- 
ing, abdominal pain, loose 
stool or diarrhea, poor 
appetite, nausea and unex- 
plained weight loss, it can 
signify the presence of un- 
derlying intestinal issues. 
These can include irrita- 
ble bowel syndrome, in- 
flammatory bowel disease, 
celiac disease, Crohn’s 
disease or small-intestinal 
bacterial overgrowth. If 
you do have these addi- 
tional symptoms, be sure 
to let your doctor know. 

Another factor in exces- 
sive gas is a person’s age. 
Due to ongoing changes 
in our bodies as we grow 
older, our digestive sys- 
tems become less efficient 
at processing the food we 
eat. Some people may 
even develop lactose or 
fructose intolerance.

problem is to identify the 
specific food triggers. You 
can do this by eliminating 
all suspected foods from 
your diet, then gradually 
reintroducing them one by 
one. Common culprits in- 
clude high-fiber foods, cer- 
tain fruits, cruciferous veg- 
etables, beans and items 
with the artificial sweeten- 
er sorbitol. Keep track of 
symptoms, and you’ll be 
able to identify not only 
the specific foods that lead 
to excess gas, but also the 
serving size at which it be- 
comes a problem. 

You have several options 
to manage flatulence. 
Some people swear by 
probiotic foods and sup- 
plements, which can bal- 
ance the gut. Your health 
care provider can help you 
decide if this is an option 
for you and advise you on 
specifics. Over-the-count- 
er anti-gas preparations, 
such as Beano, or those 
that contain simethicone 


(Mylanta II, Maalox IT) or 
bismuth (Pepto-Bismol) 
can reduce gas. Taking 
Lactaid, an enzyme sup- 
plement, helps people who 
have trouble with milk 
products. 

And take a look at your 
prescription medications. 
Blood pressure drugs, nar- 
cotics and allergy meds 
can slow digestion and are 
associated with excess gas. 
Always check with your 
doctor before making any 
changes to medications.

Top spellers prepare 
to crown national 
champion, from home

Like dozens of other vet- 
eran spellers in their final 
year of eligibility, Anson 
Cook had big plans for this 
year’s Scripps National 
Spelling Bee, which was 
canceled because of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

The 13-year-old 
eighth-grader from Poto- 
mac, Maryland, was a two- 
time participant in the bee, 
and last year he finished in 
a tie for 41st. His objective 
was to make it into the top 
12 or so who participate in 
the prime-time, ESPN-tele- 
vised finals. 

“My goal for 2020 was 
to make it to the finals of 
Scripps. After the cancel- 
lation I was like, ‘What do 
I do now?’ And now I’ve 
achieved that goal,’ Anson 
said. 

He reached his goal by be- 
coming one of the 16 final- 
ists in the SpellPundit Na- 
tional Online Spelling Bee, 
a new event created by two 
teenage ex-spellers to fill 
the void left by the cancel- 


lation and give eighth-grad- 
ers one last chance to com- 
pete. The National Spelling 
Bee has always been lim- 
ited to kids in middle and 
elementary school, and 
Scripps has said it will not 
extend eligibility to allow 
ninth-graders to participate 
next year. 

The SpellPundit bee, with 
spellers competing from 
their homes over Zoom, 
concludes Thursday night, 
the same time the Scripps 
winner would have been 
decided. The champion re- 
ceives $2,500, a pittance 
compared to the National 
Spelling Bee’s first prize of 
$50,000, but worth a mid- 
dle-schooler’s time and ef- 
fort all the same. 

Most of the spellers who 
would have been favorites 
at the national bee quickly 
signed up, including the top 
three still-eligible finishers 
from last year. The bee pro- 
nouncers and judges are all 
recent ex-spellers, includ- 
ing Naysa Modi, the 2018 
Scripps runner-up, and So- 
hum Sukhantankar, one of 
last year’s eight champions.

creation and getting people 
back to work, getting busi- 
nesses opened up.” 

Reahard said his back- 
ground is in sales, insurance 
and real estate.

said his first policy item 
he’d introduce would be to 
pass a bill that would make 
abortion illegal in Indiana. 

“The first bill that I would 
co-sponsor is ... to pass life 
at conception ... I think it’s 
going to spread across the 
country and be upheld in 
the Supreme Court. They’ve 
already indicated 7-2 that 
the dead fetus is worthy of 
human burial or cremation, 
and if it’s valuable when it’s 
dead, isn’t it more valuable 
when it’s still alive?” 

Snow said he would focus 
more on economics, financ- 
ing and practical issues as 
opposed to social issues. 
He said although he is pro 
life and a firm supporter of 
the Second Amendment, he 
wants to look at attracting 
businesses by working on 
housing issues and other 
measures that would make 
rural Indiana more attractive 
to live and work in. 

“Even at a regional level, 
working with the region- 
al partnership group out of 
Allen County, those are the 
kinds of problems we are 
working through,’ Snow 
said. “We are trying to bring 
more people and jobs to In- 
diana, so I would say small 
business, job creation, hous- 
ing issues (are most import- 
ant). Another is working on 
different childcare issues. 
We need affordable child- 
care.” 

Reahard said the two op- 
ponents differ most when 
it comes to their opinion on 
how the state of Indiana has 
handled the pandemic. 

“T think (Snow) mentioned 
in the forum we had in War- 
saw that he supported the 
governor’s shutdown, and 
I think the governor over- 
stepped,” Rearhard said.

to complete sewer projects 
to separate sewage and 
storm water lines, which he 
said costs taxpayers greatly. 
He also said he adamantly 
opposes the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s 
plans to build a J-turn near 
Lagro, since he said none 
of the voters he’s talked to 
want the intersection to be 
removed in the first place. 

“The state is going to 
waste probably more than 
a million dollars on a road 
project that nobody wants,” 
Reahard said. ‘It’s time 
to start looking at how to 
cut taxes. Indiana had a $2 
billion surplus and we are 
going to get $3 billion for 
coronavirus, so I think it’s 
time to let the people keep 
their money instead of the 
government taking it away.”

takes time. Full conversion, 
heart, mind and soul, isn’t 
a moment. It’s a series of 
gentle nods of the soul. At 
least it was for John. John 
is known as the apostle 

of love. It’s a well-earned 
title. He talks about love 
more than anyone else in 
the New Testament. When 
it comes to progression as 
believers that’s what we’re 
talking about isn’t it? When 
asked what the greatest 
commandment was, Jesus 
said it was to love God and 
love others. This is really 
how we measure our con- 
version I think. How well 
do we love God and love 
others? 

For being the apostle of 
love, John didn’t start out 
very loving. Early in his 
apprenticeship with Jesus 
he had the nerve to ask 
Jesus to let himself and his 
brother sit at the right side 
and left side of Jesus in 
his glory. He was implying 
of course that he was the 
best of the disciples and 
deserved a place of honor. 
That kind of selfishness 
is kind of the opposite of 
loving others. There was 
another time when they 
were traveling through a 
Samaritan town and Jesus 
and his disciples were re- 
fused hospitality. John was 
so mad he asked Jesus for 
the power to call down fire 
from heaven to destroy the 
entire village. 

John was arrogant, quick to 
judge, exclusive, easily of- 
fended, and slow to love. Yet 
later in his life, we get this 
scripture from him: We love 
because he first loved us. 
Whoever claims to love God 
yet hates a brother or sister is 
a liar. For whoever does not 
love their brother and sister, 
whom they have seen, cannot 
love God, whom they have 
not seen. And he has given 


us this command: Anyone 
who loves God must also 
love their brother and sister. 
(1 Jn 4:19-21) 

How did he make prog- 
ress? How did John get 
better at loving? Well, John 
spent plenty of time with 
Jesus, and Jesus loved John 
extravagantly. Nothing is 
more important for the de- 
velopment of love than being 
loved. We can be taught the 
importance of love, but to 
experience it is to know it. 
John learns with his head 
what it means to love really 
fast. Jesus spells it out, but 
it doesn’t move to John’s 
heart. He can’t embody it. 
But as he’s struggling Jesus 
is loving him. John is the 
teacher’s pet. Jesus includes 
John in everything. The liter- 
al translation of John’s place 
at the last supper was that he 
was resting in Jesus’ bosom, 
like a beloved child. 

How are we changed? I 
don’t think it’s in a moment. 
I think it happens through 
prolonged exposure to Jesus’ 
love for us. This is the secret. 
Are you frustrated with your 
faith? 

Does is still feel harder to 
do this Christian thing than 
it should? Do you live with 
shame and guilt crushing 
you every day?

There was no response 
from his Facebook Live 
flock, but the priest 
stressed that he had been 
listening to his people. 
The bottom line: There 
had to be some way to 
proceed that stressed pub- 
lic safety while addressing 
people’s spiritual needs. 

“Their voices have been 
loud, insistent and — so 
far — unanimous,” he said, 
in his sermon. “I have 
received scores of letters 
and emails, calling on 
services to be restored 
here in their church: the

church they have upheld 
and kept up, where they 
were married, where they 
buried a partner, saw a 
child christened, found 
God, were confirmed. 

“This is their church and 
I am their pastor. I owe 
them my solidarity. As 
one said in her letter: ‘We 
don’t need you in solidar- 
ity at home, we need you 
in solidarity at the altar of 
our church.” 

With Easter in the rear- 
view mirror, members of 
ancient Christian flocks — 
those built on liturgies and 
sacraments — are waiting 
to see how their shepherds 
will walk a liturgical 
tightrope between church 
and state. 

The bottom line: It’s 
easier for megachurches to 
put their dramatic sermons 
and worship bands on 
home computer screens 
than for priests to digitize 
Holy Communion and 
rites of confession. Clergy 
in all faith traditions have, 
in extreme cases, been 
forced to pray with dying 
believers over smart- 
phones or through nurs- 
ing-home windows. 

New York Cardinal 
Timothy Dolan, in an 
online essay, stressed that 
whenever Catholic priests 
approach their altars, the 
saints and “all God’s peo- 
ple” are spiritually pres- 
ent. He also praised clergy 
who have found ways to 
carry on with their work 
while following social-dis- 
tancing guidelines. 

“Our parish priests have 
risen to the occasion, with 
innovative ways to dis- 
tribute Holy Communion, 
expose the Blessed Sacra- 
ment for adoration, hear 
confessions and anoint 
and visit the sick,” noted 
Dolan. “They assemble 
at graveside to bury our 
dead. Our courageous 
chaplains in hospitals and 
nursing homes are on the 
front lines.”

In France, a priest who 
made headlines during 
the Notre Dame Cathedral 
blaze has found an unusu- 
al way to take Catholic 
worship to his people. 

As flames raced through 
the rafters, Father Jean- 
Marc Fournier led fire- 
fighters to a cathedral 
altar to recover a crown 
of thorns pilgrims have 
venerated for centuries as 
part of the one worn by 
Jesus. He also retrieved a 
container of the Blessed 
Sacrament — bread conse- 
crated to be the Body of 
Christ. 

Now, Fournier has 
started a program in which 
a monstrance — a beauti- 
ful altar vessel holding a 
single consecrated host — 
is taken to the faithful in 
what he called a “revolv- 
ing Jesus” plan. 

“They arrange a corner 
in their homes for the 
adoration of the Real Pres- 
ence. Physical contacts are 
avoided, as the monstrance 
is disinfected afterward, 
before giving it away to 
another family,” he told 
the National Catholic 
Register. 

The coronavirus crisis, 
he noted, is taking place in 
an era in which many wor- 
shippers have lost faith in 
the mysteries of the Mass. 

“The Eucharist was 
brought back to the fore 
after the blaze at Notre 
Dame because we almost 
lost it, and now we are 
deprived of it,” he said. 
“Sadly, such a state of 
mind among believers is 
comparable to that of bish- 
ops who say that priests 
should stop celebrating 
Mass online and putting 
themselves forward during 
the quarantine. ... Such a 
mentality is everywhere 
now.”

Teach- 
ers at tuition-dependent 
schools wonder if they will 
have jobs come fall, given 
the financial pain people are 
feeling and the challeng- 
es of distance learning. A 
mother recently told me that 


she’s probably just going 
to make her new normal 
official and try her hand 

at homeschooling; with 
distance learning, not only 
is the teaching virtual, so is 
the ministering — and with 
that distance, something is 
lost. 

Anyone who has been 
watching online Masses 
knows this. We’re not 
physically present for the 
greatest prayer there is, the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 
Community and fellowship 
are important, of course. 
So is charity, which many 
churches and church in- 
stitutions have still found 
ways to provide. But for 
Catholics who do truly be- 
lieve in the Real Presence 
of Christ in the Eucharist, 
the desire to be physically 
present during this rite can 
be painful.

Trump escalates war on 
Twitter, social media protections

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump escalated 
his war on social media com- 
panies Thursday, signing an 
executive order challenging 
the liability protections that 
have served as a bedrock for 
unfettered speech on the in- 
ternet. 

Still, the move appears to be 
more about politics than sub- 
stance, as the president aims to 
rally supporters after he lashed 
out at Twitter for applying fact 
checks to two of his tweets. 

Trump said the fact checks 
were “editorial decisions” by 
Twitter and amounted to polit- 
ical activism. He said it should 
cost those companies their 
protection from lawsuits for 
what is posted on their plat- 
forms. 

Trump, who personally re- 
lies heavily on Twitter to ver- 
bally flog his foes, has long 
accused the tech giants in 


liberal-leaning Silicon Valley 
of targeting conservatives by 
fact-checking them or remov- 
ing their posts. 

“Were fed up with it,’ 
Trump said, claiming the or- 
der would uphold freedom of 
speech. 

It directs executive branch 
agencies to ask independent 
rule-making agencies includ- 
ing the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission and the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
study whether they can place 
new regulations on the compa- 
nies — though experts express 
doubts much can be done 
without an act of Congress. 

Companies like Twitter and 
Facebook are granted liabil- 
ity protection under Section 
230 of the Communications 
Decency Act because they are 
treated as “platforms,” rather 
than “publishers,” which can 
face lawsuits over content. 

A similar executive order 
was previously considered by 
the administration but shelved 


over concerns it couldn’t pass 
legal muster and that it violat- 
ed conservative principles on 
deregulation and free speech. 

“They've had unchecked 
power to censor, restrict, edit, 
shape, hide, alter virtually any 
form of communication be- 
tween private citizens or large 
public audiences,” Trump said 
of social media companies 
as he prepared to sign the or- 
der. “There is no precedent in 
American history for so small 
a number of corporations to 
control so large a sphere of hu- 
man interaction.” 

Trump and his campaign 
reacted after Twitter added a 
warning phrase to two Trump 
tweets that called mail-in bal- 
lots “fraudulent” and predicted 
“mail boxes will be robbed.” 
Under the tweets, there’s now 
a link reading “Get the facts 
about mail-in ballots” that 
guides users to a page with 
fact checks and news stories 
about Trump’s unsubstantiat- 
ed claims. 


think that church doors 
would have to be anything 
else but wide open in wel- 
come during Mass. Sure,

And what are our prior- 
ities? Children who are 
tested in the current trends 
in education, or children 
who know the treasures 

of God’s creation and 
civilization, and who have 
hope? Catholic schools 
have been known to save 
lives in the inner-city and 
beyond. 

As the 2014 book “Lost 
Classroom, Lost Commu- 
nity: Catholic Schools’ Im- 
portance in Urban Ameri- 
ca” by Margaret F. Brinig 
and Nicole Stelle Garnett, 
chronicles, neighborhoods 
suffer when a Catholic 
school closes. It’s not just

the closing of a school, but 
the death of an essential 
refuge and asset in the life 
of the community. 

We must learn from this 
current crisis. We can’t 
fall back into old ways 
in which we were losing 
our moorings. Now is a 
time for creative renewal. 
Everything may not look 
the same, but let’s remem- 
ber what we’ve valued and 
why, and move forward 
with a devotion to human 
flourishing that reveres the 
transcendent in all of us.

WASHINGTON — The 
Justice Department has ac- 
cused a network of North 
Korean and Chinese citizens 
of secretly advancing North 
Korea’s nuclear weapons 
program by channeling at 
least $2.5 billion in illicit 
payments through hundreds 
of front companies. 

The indictment, unsealed 
on Thursday, is believed 
to be the largest criminal 
enforcement action ever 
brought against North Ko- 
rea. 

The 33 defendants include 
executives of North Korea’s 
state-owned Foreign Trade 
Bank, which in 2013 was 
added to a Treasury Depart- 
ment list of sanctioned insti- 
tutions and cut off from the 
U.S. financial system. 

According to the indict- 
ment, the bank officials — 
one of whom had served 
in North Korea’s primary 
intelligence bureau — set up 
branches in countries around 
the world, including Thai- 
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U.S. charges North 
Koreans in $2.5B 
sanctions-busting scheme 


land, Russia and Kuwait, 
and used more than 250 
front companies to process 
U.S. dollar payments to fur- 
ther the country’s nuclear 
proliferation program. 

Five of the defendants are 
Chinese citizens who oper- 
ated covert branches in ei- 
ther China or Libya. 

“Through this indictment, 
the United States has signi- 
fied its commitment to ham- 
pering North Korea’s ability 
to illegally access the U.S. 
financial system and limit its 
ability to use proceeds from 
illicit actions to enhance its 
illegal WMD and ballistic 
missile programs,’ acting 
U.S. Attorney Michael Sher- 
win said in a statement. 

The case was filed at a time 
of delicate relations between 
the U.S. and North Korea. 
The rapprochement that 
President Donald Trump has 
tried to engineer over the 
past two years has stalled 
badly, with the last face-to- 
face meeting between senior 
officials from the two coun- 
tries taking place in October 
in Stockholm.
